PEOPLE wfco iscrtf Chi3C5c csly ss iatat- 
gnsts in Canada canaot very well picture 
to themselves what China is like, nor have 
thtr an opportunity to know the Chinese chame- 
Ur Io the first pla«, pRCticaJIy all the 
alnese one meets io Western Canada are 
Scrulhcnien, chiefly from one Province, while 
The Army has made its beginning in the North. 
' Pekia M&ndarin is the standard tongue of 
China; although there are many dialects. 
Pekinese is understood everywhere, except in the 
far Sooth where a different tongue is spoken, 
slthoach the same characters hare the same 
ponin& and a Cantonese, iF he cannot undcr- 
jlar.d the speech of a Pekinese, ean make htm- 
Bdf perfectly understood in writing. 

The Northern Chinese is as tall and well 
dereloped as any Northern European. He is, as 
a role, htallhy and haidy, and temperate in his 
habits. Araontj the characteristics of the Chinese 
masse* that impresses a newcomer at once arc 
patience, industry, economy, peacealilcnes5. and 
pwd-Biturc. One sees men, women, and chil- 
dren T?orldnE in tin fields from early morning 
till late in the evening, preparing the soil, eradi- 
cating every weed, sheltering every tender plant, 
and making a living often out of a piece of land 
less than an acre in size. A five-acre man is 
vtll-UHfo,, and a foity-aerc man exceedingly 
vesJlhy. 

Kolhiag is wasted id China. Every stubble 
and dry leaf is raked up in -winter when no other 
m>rk can be done, and used far fuel. A Canadian 
would b« amused to see among the wares oi a 
street vendor displayed on a piece of cloth on the 
ground 5«ch things as slate slices of white bread 
(cast away liy some European), empty fish and 
mest eatu (tins formerly used for presented 
food), rusty nails extracted from old boxes; in 
ha, anything- that can he of the slightest u^e 
Trhatem, If the streets arc clean it is because 
men arc constknilj- picking up ei-erjlhiag, from 
oJd paper irt fertiTfrer. In shops and on the 
streets men are at work at all hours. The cry 
ofjatQ selling hot food can be heard at midnight,

Nevertheless it cannot be denied that the 
teaching of Confucius has exerted a greater in- 
fluence for three thousand years than the other 
religions. He has given China a set of rules for 
moral and social conduct that have held together 
the family life and the empire, when every other 
nation has undergone many violent change^ 
some fusing with other nations and others being 
totally annihilated. The fabric of Chinese family 
life is a wondcrfuly strong one, having defied 
largely all ciTons of reformation. 

Of course, wc can readily understand that 
despite the excellency of the mornl teaching of 
Confucius lie docs not satisfy the thirst of the 
soul after God. Hence many substitutes have 
been invented 10 serve the craving for religion 
which i= in every so'il. Ancestor ivorahiir i a one 
of these. Another is the yearly sacrifice at the 
Temple of Heaven, mndc formerly by the 
Emperor, now by tltc President* on December 
2j?nd, to the ruler of heaven on behalf of the 
sins of the nation. Ii is a dignified ceremony 
and closely resembles the old Jewish custom, 
in thai the s-icrincc is made to the unknown God 
of Heaven, Whom wc preach tu China*:, millions, 
since in Christ He is revealed to us. 

Oi laic, markedly since the Boxer rebellion, 
but more particularly since China has become a 
Republic, Western ideas have penetrated muic 
rspidly into the life of China. Western education 
is looked tipoii as the great goal that leads to all 
th.it is desirable. With the spread of Western 
education the old beliefs and customs are crum- 
bling, and for this reason now is the time to urge 
more earnestly the claims of Christianity before 
atheism nnd unbelief replaces the old beliefs and 
superstitions. 

Good Foundation Laid 

*T])c Salvation Army has therefore come to 
China at the "psychological moment," We can- 
not pass over, however, the remarkable, patient, 
sclf-^aeiificing work which missionaries 01 
various denomination:! have done under unspeak- 
able conditions during the last century. They 
have laid a foundation, often cemented by their 
blood, and the blood of thousands of martyrs 
lvliose record equals those of llic early 
CIiriMiaiu In Nero's lime. 

It is a stranfic fact that the j;re.tlcst part of 
evangelistic work at the prcicni day is clone in 
the Miialler cities and towns of China. While it 
is- true ilint the large cities of China show ill 
tlic missionary records as having the largest 
number oi foreign missionaries Miilicmcd at any 
cent re, yet these missionaries* arc generally cii- 
ftaged in busings traon.-iciioils uf tltiniiiiinaiioiial 
headquarters, in educational and medical work, 
and in language study, Peltin, with its one mil- 
lion five hundred thousand people, lias a number 
of Christian churches, hut not half a dozen 
aggressive in evangelical stations. Tientsin, with 
seven hundred and fifty thousand peoplc h ean 
only show one missionary actively and solely 
tngiigcrt in evangelical work among the mnsses. 
So ilicrc is much scope for The Army to worV 
among the people of China's cities. 

At the present lime The Army has a Corps in 
Chefoo and one in Pekin. The first Corps 
established was in Pckin and it has grown into 
a flourishing Corps, although It Uelts organiza- 
tion, since at the time of writing it has no Officer 
in charge. It is. a Headquarters' Corps, with all 
Officers in Pckin attending at stated times, nnd 
has alt the advantages and disadvantages of such 
a temporary arrangement. Still, there is a good 
lot of Converts, Recruits, and Soldiers, and the 
common people hear ua gladly. The Hall is 
generally well filled and always full on Sunday 
night. Converts are continually made. 

Among the men Wu Shte Wu stands out very 
conspicuously. He was one of the early Con- 
certs, aad formerly Known as a clever good-for- 
sathiag. As 'few people have means he had no 
stel-to am his living and he certainly did not 
smrfe, only Htc* and that on a lively Kale, "Ho ' 
c^sm^ted erefy swi tut steal," said an oh) friend 
of 61s. (X don't know whether this Is meant 
,lk&&$y.} Oafi day be came upon The Aro^j, 



open-air on the bridge, just inside the Imperial ';' 
City, and he listened to an elderly man saying^ 
that those who commit sin will go to hell. "That S 
means me," though Wu; "and as there is no.' 
escape for me I may as well go on." But he' ; " 
stayed a little longer, and so heard that Jcius . 
died to save sinners. That was food for thought 
for Innl for some time. One day he went with' .; 
two oi his friends \o The Salvation Army Hatl ' 
and got converted. 

Anxious to Save Other* \; 

Since then he has been a changed man. Ho -- 
diligently reads the tlililc, and is anxious to do : 
all lie can to save oilicrs. With one or more Con- ;, 
verts lie goes to various parts of the city to hold 
open-air iiieeiingi nnd especially visits the U-mulo 
fairs, where great crowds gather, asiid talks to 
them; and lie is a very interesting speaker,-; 
Being educated lie is able to speak with equal '■ 
ease 10 tile best people and to the coolie on tho ., 
street. He is (lie best- known Salvationist in 
Pckin, known by high and low. He is a good i 
fisher, beats our drum, and has given in valuable ' 
help to our Officers in charge of the Tientsin 
l : Iood llclicf CamjK He has made an iugeiuously- 
constnictcd paper heart which he uses in his talk. 
One side is black— his state before Salvation— 
t*ie other while— after conversion— and then it 
opens and a little temple appears inside— tho 
human heart is the proper dwclling-phec of God, 

Our women Converts arc bright and active. 
I will just mention one, Sister Su, She was born 
of Christian parents, but was always rather un- 
manageable. She wn& married several times, hut 
in each ease left her husband, and would not go ■ 
back. When The Salvation Army started meet- 
ings somebody said to her; "Arc you going to , 
sec those people?" She answered laughingly) 
"Yes; III have some fun and perhaps will he one ... 
oi thenu" Her joke become an earnest fact, Tho ;'' 
story of Jesus charmed her and the account of; 
His (icalli "broke her heart," as she expressed it ' 
herself. She is now one of our brightest Con-- .'. 
vens and a Bible woman. 

The CUildio.i's Woik is steeping pace with tho ; ; 
adults. A Cay School for girls is. conducted, and!

MECHANICAL WRAPPERS 

THE orn ngc- packing plants of the 
Pacific coast have long employ- 
ed sizers, weighers, brushes, nail- 
ing machines, etc., all of which work 
automatically,' but until recently 
wrappiirg was done by hand. A ma- 
chine has now appeared, however, 
which automatically cuts and prints 
the wrapping paper and wraps one 
hundred oiangcs a minute, without 
waste of paper or injury to_ the 
fruit and with perfect precision. 
Mechanical hands pick up the frutt 
without bruising the shin and place 
it on conveyer- belts. The wrappers 
already cut and printed bv the ma- 
chine arc automatically icd on to 
the belt and receive the fruit from 
the mechanical hands. Then the 
machine folds the wrappers around 
the oranges.
